as seven.

honest labor and a virtuous life.

Destruction ofthe Steam Ship Missouri 


by Fire. 


We regret to have to announce the total destruc- 


tion by tire ofthe splendid American steam frigate 
Missouii, whi^e at anchor in the bay of Gibralter on 
Saturday the 3d Sept. She had the Hon.Cal eb 
Gushing on board, proceeding to Alexandria, en 
route lor China as Minister. 


The alarm was first given at 8 o'clock preciselj 


and was followed by such a burst of flame from the 
engineers'store-room, as to lead to the belief that 
it originated among the oil and spirits. 


Every exertion was made to subdue it, and the 


large pumps were instantly put into operation; but 
the progress of the flumes was so rapid, that if 
became necessary to flood the two magazines,whicl 
was done so effectually that it was not until twen- 
ty minntes after three A. M., that any explosion 
took place, and then not to an extent to endanger 
the shipping in the bay, and the nearest of which 
had already been removed by the exertions of the 
acting captain of the port. Assistance was promptly 
sent Irom the Malabar, under tbe personal, superin 
tendance of Sir George Saitorious; and the Lo- 
cust got up her steam and ran alongside the Mis- 
souri, with the view of lowing her into deep water, 
or rendering any other aid; but unfortunately she 
had already grounded, which rendered it impossi- 
ble to scuttle her. 


As soon as the fire broke out, the governor or-
